Mr.  Floyd.  ?ipoke  at  Prince- 
ton University  before  a  pre- 
dominantly white  audience 
altendii^  the  first  part  of  a 
tw<>-day  conference  on  "Race 
and  Rapid  Social  Change  at 
Princeton".  The  speeches 
and  subsequent  seminars 
were  sponsored  by  the  As- 
sociation of  Black  Collegians 
(ABC).  \Vhi.g-CIio.  the 
Princeton  debating  society. 
and  Informed  Citizens  Ad- 
vocating Action. 

Mr.  Floyd  told  more  than 
200  listeners  in  McCormick 
Hall  that  there  is  a  "new 
blade  system  of  evaluation". 
"Now  we  don't  ask.  "Are 
things  getting  better?'  ",  he 
explained,  "but  we  ask.  'Do 
we  sUil  have  less  equality 
*ban  white  people?"  ". 

"Lefs  start  at  full  equality 
and  justice,  not  work  up  to 
it",  he  said.  Mr.  Floyd  out- 
lined serious  problems  with 
the  educational  system  in 
Princeton.
